Then, the first Monday in August a woman called from the West Hill district stating 

she felt she was in contact with UFO and that she had been expecting to go iter a ride 
±B 'a ship thre upcoming Thursday. We took her message, asking her. to be sure to call 
US btek idien - she'had made her-voyage, and also requesting she asked whoever was on 
board the ;^ip •■ho possibly pick up a few other individuals ^o,m we knew wanted to go 
on a UFO. We advised her we would think'of these names 'men'taly between the time she' 
had first contacted us and Thursday when she anticipated her trip. Which we did. !3he 

did not call back until Friday morning. 

However, Thursday evening we had a report from one of her nsilghgors to the effect that 
at about 2AM they had been awakened fcy a fantastic brilliant flash and looking out 
the window, observed that the house .across the street (which happened to te this womans) 
was lit up with a- blinding white light so brilliant everything on the block stood out 
in detail.The first thought was that an explosion had taken place . .but then irtten they 
noted no ncise, and when the li^t remained constant and steady, they began to think 
things were certainly strangge, and so, because they bad been "told we were int¬ 
erested in unusu al phenomena, thought to let us know. Mow fortunate ws were that they 

did. 

Meanwhile, we had proposed three names for going along with the woman. A little boys, 
and two woman we knew would te highly delighted to ha^fe an interesting experience as 
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this would seern'to promise. 

On Friday morning early, the"woman from West Hill called. She stated that at around mid- 
ni^t her entire family had fallen asleep, soundly. She, however, had remained up until 
about 2 A M» when a knock came at her door. She opened it to see a beautifully buili 
young woman, with as she said ' Tbe most beautiful, cark, chestnut, almost black hair 
I have ever seen arywhere. Tht hair was so lustrous and unusual, that would recall 
it arx/where vrare I to see ii again. ' However,' this unusually beautiful female had no 
features where h’er face'should 'have boen. Nonetheless, the young’ woman of Skrth had 
no fear and went directly'with ’ her as tho she had known for a'long ti e't^ti.ahe 'wo'u Id 
do so. Outside a black car'awaited'her. Inside were two additional passen^rs., both men, 
in the front seat^ ■'7he'^i^”tfie ' dashboard usualy is, a la'rge red box 'sab.'and she's'ai'd 
she felt it was to . communicate with the Mother Ship. Immediately thyy began to move, 
a sort of greyish 'to black mist began to envelope the car, both' inside and out. This, 
her woman ^ssenger explained, was to assure that no one else saw them laava, and that 
she could not note what direction they went .However, she t ried to pay attention to the 
way her driver went by 'fooling' and,she said later that she t hought they mey have gone 
down Rt B to about Arlington and turned right, than travelled along that rd for a 

small space, then turned right again, then left, into a woods where the ship stood 

in a clearing, waiting for them. At a later date, she painted a picture of tho area 
she found the ship in. From that point on, her stoiy is rather aague. She recalled the 
steps for ooarding seemed to materialize ri^t out of the very material of the draft, 
then to melt back into it again. There were no visible seams or welds anywhere. The 
interior was softly lighted, but she did not recall who else, if anyone was present. 
HOVJEVER, she HID say thkt about Z;30 A M they picked up a little crippled boy in 
East Afcron somewhere, and a girl on Canton Id and another person named Sandy* These 
wer e the people had raentaly asked to be taken- She did not elucidate any further inform- 
mation to me, nor has she since.

Two weeks after this incident, on a Monday again, another woman, living this time 
in the Killian Id section, and who had been reporting some unusual phenomena for a 
short period of time, including balls of light in the sky, a green light that would 
remain someLime in the field across the street, then vanish, and other assorted thing s. 
Al 3 o, from this area, we had been getting a large number of reports of OTie kind or 
another, a good many of them falling into the 'unusual' category, and really more 
into the classification of just unusual phenomena than classic UFO...
